Oct. 27.— Replying to 
President R oosevelt’s letter to Sena­ 
tor Knox in reference to the applica­ 
tion of the writ of injunction in labor 
disputes, Sam uel Gompers, president 
of the American Federation of Labor, 
in a statem ent just issued, severely ar­ 
raigns tho president for what lie terms 
‘a change of position of at least ap­ 
parent friendship to bitter, indefensi­ 
ble antagonism .” 
It has been my pleasure,” says Mr. 
Gompers, ‘to have often had the priv­ 
ilege of discussing 
with 
President 
R oosevelt a number of fundamental 
questions of right, justice and moral 
and social uplifting. 
Including' thes>- 
discussions were the invasion of per­ 
sonal rights and human liberty by the 
courts in the injunction abuse. 
It is 
true that tho president has not al­ 
w ays fully agreed with 
my conten­ 
tions, but be has never, until the pub­ 
lication of his latest utterance, even 
hinted, much less charged, that any­ 
thing that w e advocated was lawless, 
unfeeling, despotic, brutal or wicked; 
and yet the rights for which th* work­ 
ers of our country contend, which I, 
as best I can, defend and advocate, 
have been so well known to him du­ 
ring the past several years as they are 
when he now so u n ju stified ^ under­ 
ta k es to m isrepresent my work, my 
m otives and m y law-abiding citizen­ 
ship. 
Surely that opinion w as not al­ 
w ays entertained by the president.” 
Mr. Gompers says that last Febru­ 
ary he sent Mr. R oosevelt an issue 
of the 
American 
F e d e r a tio n s!, 
in 
which he published the chapter, “Some 
Equivocal Rights 
of 
Labor,” 
from 
George A. A lger’s book. "Moral Over­ 
strain.” 
"The chapter of the book,” Mr. Com 
pere says, " is as keen a criticism of 
the courts of the country in their de­ 
cisions affecting the rights and liberty 
of the workers as anything I have ever 
said or written.

B f nt the following:

Knox w as the special counsel of the 
P en n sy lv an ia railroad and of the Unit­ 
ed Skates Steel corporation would in­ 
deed qualify him to discuss the in­ 
junction abuse, but 
certainly

from the view point of the friends of 
corporations who profit by the abuse 
c f the injunction writ as it brings ad­ 
va n ta g e and profit to corporate greed 
and power. 
“If the courts have not invade hu­ 
man liberty; if they have not under- 


taken to protect corporate interests 
to the detrim ent of the people, why 
does President R oosevelt characterize 
Judge G rosscup’s reversal of Judge 
L andis’ $29,000,000 
fine 
upon 
the 
Standard Oil trust as ‘a gross m iscar­ 
riage Of justice?” * 
Declaring that “ the veriest tyro of 
layman in his wildest dream s never 
suggested the abolition of the injunc­ 
tion 
process,”

Gompers 
insists 
that labor desires to have the injunc­ 
tion restored to the use "form which 
it has been ruthlessly diverted from 
the protection of property rights to 
the invasion of personal freedom .”

At the election on November 3d the 
voters of T e x a s will decide whether 
there shall be incorporated into the 
Constitution an amendment to Sec. 3, 
Art. 7, which relates to public schools. 
To adopt this amendment would ac­ 
complish these results: 
1. 
It would empower every rural 
district to levy a school tax by ma­ 
jority vote of the property-holding, 
tax-paying voters. 
^ 
2. 
It would grant to each district 
the right to levy a school tax at any 
rate not greater than fifty cents on the 
one hundred dollars of property valu­ 
ation. 
A vote for the amendment is 
not a vote for a tax on any one; it 
merely authorizes a district to settle 
school taxation for itself. 
These two results are in harmony 
with the fundamental principles of De- 
m o c r a c v —lo c a l self-government and 
m a j o r i ty rule.

TORTOISE SHELL 


Way the 
Plates Are 
Removeo 
From the Animal. 
The comb of tortoise shell has a 
Very pale and translucent yellow, the 
Only really valuable kind of shell. 
“Many people think this pale, un 
mottled shell the cheaper kind,” the 
dealer said. “Do you know why? Ro 
cause the imitations are all made like 
this. 
“That is one vulgar error about 
Shell. Another is that tho tortoise la 
killed to get its shell casing. That is 
as absurd an error as it would be to 
•ay a sheep was killed to get its wool. 
“W hat is done is this: The fisher­ 
men, having caught a tortoise, tie him 
and then cover his back with dry grass 
and leaves. They set fire to this stuff, 
It burns slowly, and the heat causes 
the thirteen plates of the shell to 
loosen at the joints. With a knife the 
plates are pried off, and afterward the 
tortoise is set free. The base, or root, 
of his shell is intact and will grow 
again, lf tortoises were killed to get 
their shell they would long since have 
become extinct. 
“No, no. 
Every tortoise is, as it 
were, a farm —a shell farm. Fishermen 
catch him regularly and with heat and 
a knife gently remove his shell.”—

COLORS IN THE OCEAN. 


Various Causes For the Different Tints 
of the Water. 
Sky and cloud colors are often re­ 
flected in the sea, but Just as the ab­ 
bas its sunset glory so water has its 
Changing tints quite apart from mere 
reflection. 
Olive and brown lines in the waver 
off the coast come from the muddy 
•ediment washed from the shore, ar 
blues arise chiefly from reflected sky 
But there are mauy other colors in the 
ocean. 
On almost every long voyage 
at sea spots of reddish brown color 
are noticed at one time or another. 
,When a few drops of the discolored 
Water are examined under a micro­ 
scope myriads of minute cylinder shat 
od algae are seen, some separate, some 
joined together In scores. 
It is this 
organism—sometimes called “sea saw ­ 
dust"—which has given the name to 
the Red sea, although it also abounds 
lu other waters. 
Sometimes the wa 
ter far from land will be seen to be of 
a chocolate hue for an extent of sev­ 
eral miles, and this is caused by mil­ 
lions upon millions of minute one ce 
cd animals which 
lash themselves 
along, each on his erratic individual 
course, by means of the finest of hair­ 
like threads of cilia.—Pearson’s.

While Crill sem ed per­ 
fectly content, the new prisoner is not 
’strongest term saoinshrdltuaoinshrdlu 
Upon his arrival he denounced in the 
strongest term s the action of the au­ 
thorities at Sherman, declaring he was 
tortured with heavy manacles. Insuf­ 
ficiently clothed and detained in cus­ 
tody after the officers had been clear­ 
ly convinced the prisoner was riot the 
m urderer of the McGlynchy family and 
employes. 
Hatfield says he was trea t­ 
ed like a wild beast and immuned. 
eH says he will send for his wife and 
settle in California, rath er than re ­ 
turn to Sherman.
